Novelty and Inventive Step 

The invention as presently defined relates to a thick film electroluminescent light emitting device and method of 
constructing such a device. The invention includes a first electrode layer, a ligjit emitting layer having phosphor 
particles causing protrusions in the light emitting layer, at least one other layeac including a second electrode 
layer, and is characterised by the first electrode layer and the at least one other layer conforming to the 
protrusions in the light emitting layer. 

No individual citation or obvious combination of citations listed in the International Search Report disclose of a 
thick filmed electrolmninescent light euMtting device having phosphor particles which protrude firom a light 
emitting layer, and an electrode layer which conforms to said protrusions. 
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
